There was a time when even doctors look­ 
ed upon psychiatry as merelv a new-fangled fad. 
But today phychiatry i.s playing a vital part in the 
treatm ent ol' the nervously ill. (t does not how­ 
ever, preempt the entii-e I'icld of psychothei'apy. 
Very ulten not only physicians but wise and skill­ 
ed clerg\ men are being called to aid persons once 
ott-handedly dismissed as “selfish, ' “ornerv," or 
“just a little bit crazy." 
It is now well established that in the treat­ 
m ent of the mentally ill-adjusted, medicine and 
religion can play a cooperative part. This will be 
even more apparent as thousands of war-shocked 
veterans return home. 
The neurotic patient should be encouraged 
to discover every possible .spiritual aid. This may 
be ditficull in the case of those who have never 
given much thought to religion, or who mav' be 
frankly skeptical. But it should be a challenge 
rather than a discouragement to the physician or 
pastor, especially since so many have found in 
religion the consolation and inspiration they mo.st 
needed. 


Even men who are well-adjusted mentally 
and physically find deep sources of .strength and 
courage in religious truths, and that being the 
case, it becomes abundantly evident that those 
who have a much greater need should be all the 
more encouraged to seek spiritual help. 
It may be accepted as a highly probable, 
if not readily eonfirmable, fact that few, if a n y ’ 
persons suffering from functional 
nervous aib 
ments sought in vain ior relief through prayer or 
other spiritual media. It may take years of patient 
effort before the sufferer 
discovers the deep 
curative power of religion, but 
persistence i.s 
never without its reward in the end.
